The returns
thus fur received are not sufficient to indicate with
certainty the result, but as far s received they are
as fsvorable as the Wiigs could desire. The Van
Buren majority in the County of Cumberland at the
last olection was over 1000, At this election the
parties are nearly equally balanced—the V. B. ma-
jority at most cannot exceed 50, In the towns heard
{rom, the majority for Kent, Whig, is over 2000,
and 1t is the prevailing opinion of both parties here
that Kent is elected. The Van Buren majority in
the state was between 9 and 10,000 last year Very
little doubt exists but the Whigs will have a ma-
jority in the House of Representatives, and if, as it
is probable, Mr Kont is elected, it will nppear that
thero has been in this state the greatest poliical
revolution in the history of the republic. Many
strong V. Buren towns have fhiled to elect repre-
sentatives on nccount of divisions among themselves.

The party is broken and their full is certain.

I'he divisions alluded to by our correspondent
in the administration party, are coused by the Loco
Foco doctrines lately espoused by Mr Van Buren
and his purty genorally. The Whigs in Maine cir-
culated the Messuge nearly over the state previous
to the election. Its cffect was astounding. The
intelligont and respectuble portion of the Van Bu-
ren party either joined the Whigs or withdrew from
the contest. It is an old saying, give a rogue rope
and he will hang himself: Van Buren has proved it
to be a trae one.
